An appeal by one-sixth of the city's residents for changing the 
present set-up of dog-impounding enforcement featured the agenda 
at the regular meeting of the City Council Tuesday evening and is 
now under consideration by the Councilmen. 

The following petition, which 
carried approximately 900 signa¬ 
tures, was presented: "We, the 
undersigned, desire to have a hu¬ 
mane officer in Sierra Madre in¬ 
stead of the present dog-catcher, 
this officer to be paid out of 
funds received for dog llcensesi, 
with the authority to enforce, 
through humane education and 
kindness and court finee when 
necessary, the existing city laws 
pertaining to animals.” 

Speikers who addressed the 
Council for approximately one- 
half hour in behalf of the petl- 
tione<l change were Thomas Chim¬ 
ing, Mrs. Donald Thayer, Donald 
Th.ayer, John Porter and John 
Fitzgerald. 

They urged the city to employ 
a humane officer and maintain 
its own pound so that dogs that 
are picked up running at large 
will not be taken out of town 
as is the present case under the 
city's contract with the San Ga¬ 
briel Valley Humane Society. The 
majority of persona undersigning 
the petition would be willing to 
pay an additional 50 cent-s on 
their dog tax to help finance em¬ 
ployment of a city humane officer. 
It coats the city $650 a year un¬ 
der its contract with the San 
Gabriel Society. Report was giv¬ 
en showing that 6,50 dog licenses 
were collected in 1945. The ex¬ 
tra 50 cents per license fee would 
help pay for services of a city 
humane officer. 

No speakers appeared to 
oppose the petition. The mat¬ 
ter was referred to the Council 
as a whole for consideration. 

TTie problem of increased cost 
of city garbage and rubbish dis¬ 
posal was presented to the Coun¬ 
cil through two letters. One from 
the Whittier Disposal Company 
stated that they can no longerr 
collect garbage, tin cans and bot¬ 
tles in the city at the present 
price of $1.55 per month, it cost¬ 
ing them about $275 to perform 
the service and asked the Coun¬ 
cil to cojuiider making this adjust¬ 
ment. Another letter from the 
Community Garbage Company of 
Temple City asked for franchise 
in the city for a twice-weekly 
pick-up of garbage and a once- 
per-week pick-up of cams and 
gla.ss at the charge of .50c per 
month per household, the company 
to be responsible for collecting 
the charges. The Temple City 
firm also offered a weekly rub- 
bi.sh pick-up service (Including 
brush, grass clippings, weeds and 
ashes) to those desiring it at the 
additional charge of $1.00 per 
month. The propo.sals of both 
companies are being considered by 
the Council. 

A request by Police Chief G. 
G. MacMillan for two-way radio 
.service on police cars was re¬ 
ferred to the Police Committee 
for study.
